Permanent Feeling Of Confidence 
Everywhere In Evidence 


“Never have I noticed such a per- 
manent feeling of confidence as 
seems to exist among sheepmen all 
through the Western Provinces this 
year,”’ states W. H. J. Tisdale, of the 
Canadian Co-operative Wool Grow- 
ers, Who has just returned from his 
sixth annual western tour, during 
Which he motored all through the 
principal range areas of British Col- 
umbia and Southern Alberta, as well 
as visiting practically the whole mt 
the sheep ss ad areas of all four) 
provinces, “Not only are the sheep- 
men confident, but I found the same 
feeling in respect to agriculture gen- 
erally among the leading banking and | 
railway officials of the towns and| 
cities. Good crops and good prices 
have had a wonderful effect on prai-| 
rie and British Columbia conditions 
and live stock ig coming back rap-! 
idly.’ } 

Mr.\ Tisdale reported a continual 
trend toward mixed farming, Sheep | 
are now considered to work in well 
with grain farming, where the pro-| 
perty has been fenced. From 100 to 


150 ewes are being kept on many} 
half sections where, owing to the! 
abundance of waste feed, their feed- 


ing cost is very small, The sheep have 
been found very useful in keeping 
summer fallows clean and in help- 
ing to solve the weed problem. 


“Undoubtedly the most spectacu- 
lar sheep development has_ taken 
place in British Columbia. There, 
farmers have doubled their sheep 


population in the past four years, and |

Marketed in Canada,” there was a 
reduced volume of cattle weighing 


ing from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds, both 
good and common, were Also in low- 
er supply, while on the other hand 
the lighter weights of steers now in 
popular demand, were about equal to 
previous recent years. The numbers 
of unfinishet cattle suitable for furth- 
er feeding showed increasés in vol- 
ume, the total offerings of store cat- 
Ule being some 36,000 head more than 
curing 1926. In the opinion of P. BR, 
Light, the compiler and editor of the 
report, which is published bythe De- 
pariment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
the increase in unfinished stock is in 
large measure due to an insistent de- 
mand at strong values for all classes 
of stock by the home producer as 
well as by the export buyer, on a 
short supply. The figures given in| 
the report show that Canadian farm- 
ers purchased for further feeding!

Professor Sir R. H. Biffen, Direc- 
tor of the Plant Breeding Institute, 
then discussed the experiments which 
had led to the production of Yeoman 
Wheat, a wheat of high yield ana 
possessing some of the qualities ot 
the harder wheats of Canada. 

Visiting the Forestry Section, we 
saw specimens of our own Douglas 
Fir, Bird’s-eye Maple, Canadian Pop- 
lar and one of the finest specimens 
of English oak panelling in the world. 

The calorimeter with a hog inside 
it, the chemistry room and the Low 
Temperature Station were examined, | 
This last was full of interest to us. 
Here meat hanging experiments and 
tests for discovering the best meth- 
ods of carrying apples and rabbits in 
low temperatures were being con- 
ducted. These and the work of the 
station were explained by Sir Wil- 
liam Hardy at a meeting in the Uni- 
versity Arms Hotel, after which un- 
dergraduates entertained us to a mu- 
sical programme, 

The itinerary for the following day 
provided for a visit to one of the 
most remarkable concerns in tn 
world, Chivers & Sons, Ltd., of His- 
ton. Fifty years ago Chivers were 
orchardists, selling fresh fruits on 
the London and Bradford markets, 
but a glut which forced them to sell 
to the jam manufacturers, changed 
their whole policy. They determined 
that they would themselves make 
jams They enlarged their orchards. | 
Insect pests led them to keep poultry. 
The failure of hens to keep down the 
orchard pests induced them to add 
ducks. Then they went on to cattle, 
pigs, sheep and bees. Today Chivers 
farm 6,000 acres of land and raise 
annually 12,000 chicks, 6,000 ducks, 
and 2,000 pigs. Histon cattle have 
won four championships, one reserve, 
seven firsts and four second prizes 
at the last Royal Show of England, 
and five championships were includ-| 
ed among the awards won by Chiv- 
ers at the 1925 and 1926 Royal 
Shows. They have been no less suc- 
their Yorkshires and 
Middle Whites in winning champion- 
ship awards. They also keep Suf- 
folk sheep and Percherons, 

It was our pleasure to spend half 
a day inspecting as much of the farms 
and orchards as could be covered in 
that time. Among the animals we saw 
was Histon Wild Queen, champion of 
the Royal Show, whose average milk 
yield with her first five calves was 
11,964 lbs. The Histon Dairy Short- 
horn herd is a genuinely dual pur- 
pose herd, Many of the cows ex- 
ceed 1,000 gallons annually, There 
is also a Lincoln Red shorthorn hera 
of 150 females. Their Yorkshires and 
Middle Whites are the most outstand- 
ing to be found anywhere and it was 
an inspiration to see the remarkable 
size, smoothness and finish of these 
enimals, 

But famous as the concern is as a 
farming organization, it is the com- 
bination of farming, manufacturing 
and marketing which makes this firm 
unique, From Chivers factory a4 
whole trainload of goods leaves every 
day. The factory is the last word 
in efficiency. The pans in which the 
fruit is boiled are lined with silver. 
Jam jars are filled by machines at

carry the products from department 
to department. Everything is kept 
moving. Not 4 moment is lost, yet

Trouble-Makers From Jerusalem, 
verse 1. Jewish synagogues were 
composed of Jews and proselytes, the 
latter being Gentiles who had receiv- 
ed the Jewish rite of circumcision 
Other Gentiles who attended the 
Synagogue services. were called “God- 
fearing” or “devout,” but were not in 
“full fellowship” with the rest be- 
cause they had not been circumcised 
We have seen how Paul and Barna 


bas preached to the Gentiles and 
founded churches among them at 
Pisidian, Antioch, Lystra, Iconium 
and Derbe on his first missionary 


journey, and how he reported to the 
church at Antioch of Syria, the 
church which had sent them on thei! 
mission, that “God had opened a door 


of faith unto the Gentiles.” The 
church at Antioch, itself composed 
largely of Gentiles, rejoiced over the 


good news, and did not realize the 
far-reaching effect of this new depar- 
ture. When the report reached th« 
church at Jerusalem, however, it was 
not so welcome. In fact, it aroused 
opposition. “Certain mem- 
bers” of that church, upon their own 
responsibility, went from Jerusalem 
to Antioch and declared there that 
Gentiles must first become Jewish 
proselytes before they could become 
Christians—-must be “circumcised af 
the custom of Moses” in order to be 
“saved,” 

For their stand there is much to 
be said. The rite had been observed 
since the days of Abraham, and no 
law abrogating it had been voiced 
Who had authority to declare it un- 
necessary? What right had Paul to 
adopt his revolutionary procedure 
and say that “Circumcision is noth- 
ing and uncircumcision is nothing?” 
Paul had the right of a_ revelation 
from God, a revelation shown, not by 
vision nor by word of prophet, but by 
results which proved God's will and 
purpose, God had borne the Gentiles 
witness, giving them the Holy Spirit 
even as He did unto the Jews; and he 
had made no distinction between Jews 
and Gentiles, cleansing their heart» 
by faith. God's will is shown in His 
ways with men as well as through 
His words to men. 

“The Jews of the first century es- 
chew the Gentiles, but we of the 
twentieth century eschew the Jews 
They were wrong, and so are we.”

The various striking advertisements of 
the Trade and Commerce Department at 
Ottawa which haye appeared in Canadian 
newspapers from time to time are calculated 
to create an “export trade consciousness” 
throughout the Dominion. 

It was decided Inst year by the Honour- 
able James Malcolm, Minister of the 
Department ii question, that Canadians 
should become more intimately acquainted 
with business opportunities outside their 
own country. In order to accomplish this, 
the campaign of publicity was embarked 
upon. 

Canada's external trade has grown in 
such proportions as probably few Canadians

realise. For instance, in the last fiscal year, 
ended March 31st, the Dominion's total 
exports were valued at more than a billion 
and a quarter dollars, or to be exact 
$1,250,456,207. This represents an export 
trade of more than $130 for every man, 
woman and child in Canada. At the 
beginning of the present century Canada’s 
export trade amounted to less than 200 
million dollars. 

Another method of gauging Canada's 
export trade is found in the fact that last 
year the country's exports of manufactured 
products alone amounted to about the same 
as her total production of manufactured 
products in 1900.

business centres. More men are now in 
training to go to other places. The govern- 
ment hag by subsidy, and other means, 
Qbtained ‘first-class shipping facilities to 

business centres, The trade com- 
missioners! are constantly on the alert, 
seoking out epportunities for the selling of 
Canadian’ products. Whenever they learn 
that there is a chance of a Canadian order 
being placed, they immediately communi- 
cate with the Commercial Intelligence 
Service at Ottawa, giving all information 
they possibly can. This information in the 
possession of the service at Ottawa is at the 
disposal of any -Canadian producer or 
manufacturer, This system, the result of 
some years’ experience, is thoroughly 
organised and working smoothly. To-day 
the Canadian manufacturer or producer 
ean find out with little trouble, and no 
expense, if his products can be profitably 
market@ in almost any part of the world. 

So encouraging have results been from 
the export system adopted by Canuda,
